Drawings 

1. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the drawing is too small and not clearly visible. Applicant is advised 
to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains more than 150 
words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 1-21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as obvious over Foley (4022473). 
Foley teaches a structure comprising a main body (24), two drawers (10), several 
playing pieces of cylindrical shape (38,22), passages in main body (40), playing pieces 
when pushed through passages fall and rest in receptacles (14). Foley teaches 
distinguishable markers (abstract) in cylindrical shapes (38,20) and colors. 
Applicant may argue that the structure of drawer is not truly a drawer. However there is 
no specific structure claimed for drawers. The groove (15) represents that a cover is 
drawn over these drawers and technically such configuration can be called a drawer. 
One of ordinary kill in art at the time the invention was made would have called or 
suggested these construction be called drawers. 

Applicant might argue Foley not teaching playing pieces in shapes of plates or 
passages long enough to accommodate three playing pieces. 

Examiner views such modifications to personal design choices to attract players. One of 
ordinary skill in art at the time the invention was made would have suggested modifying 
shapes of game article to attract players.
